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* Definition: A depressed triangular area that occupies 
the front of upper 1/3 of the thigh just below the 
inguinal ligament. 

* Shape: Triangular in shape, having a base superiorly, 
an apex inferiorly in addition to medial & lateral borders. 


* Boundaries: |] 

Base: The inguinal ligament. 

Laterally: The medial border of sartorius. 

Medially: The medial border of adductor longus. 
Apex: The meeting of the lateral and medial border. 
Roof: Is formed of: skin, superficial fascia with its 
contents & deep fascia containing the saphenous 
opening). 

Floor: Triangular in cross section € is formed of 4 
muscles arranged from medial to lateral:[] Adductor

Definition: 

A protrusion of some of the 
abdominal contents in a 
peritoneal sac through the 
femoral ring & femoral canal 
into the upper part of the thigh. 


Line of descent of the 
hernia (in the followin 
order): 

1- Downwards through the 
femoral canal. 

2- Forwards through the 
saphenous opening.
